Former Empress Zita saw 
him preparing to shoot himself, and 
prevented him from carrying out his 
intention. 
The former emperor and empress 
are now prisoners in the 
Esterhazy 
castle at Tata Tovarns, and Thomas 
Beaumont Holder, Britisli hig h com ­ 
missioner in H ung ary. 
hurrying 
there with the representatives of o th ­ 
er nations to insure the safety of the 
prisoners. 
Orders sent to the rebellious troops 
supporting 
Charles 
by 
Admiral 
Horthy, the H ung arian reg ent, spell­ 
ed the doom of Charles’ attempt to 
reg ain at least a part of his former 
empire. 
The reg ent reminded the sol­ 
diers of their oath 
of alleg iance 
to 
him and demanded their uncondition­ 
al obedience, adding that the success 
of their undertaking would mean the 
ruin of the country. 
The Arm stand 
of Admiral Horthy, had its effect and 
the Royalist forces scattered, 
seem­ 
ing to vanish into thin air. 
Latest 
advices from the section of country 
around Komorn, indicated the g ov­ 
ernment troops continued their p u r ­ 
suit of the Rayolists, and that the 
Karlist premier, M. 
Rakovsky 
and 
Count Andrassy were among the s u p ­ 
porters of the former 
monarch cap­ 
tured by the loyal troops. 
Swiss Thro ug h With Him 
Charles' plan to return to the H un­ 
g arian throne having failed the H u n­ 
g arian 
g overnment 
will

await action by the allied powers, re­ 
g arding his future place of residence. 
It is known that Switzerland will n< t 
ag ain g ive him refug e and it is i*.« 
slble that he will be removed to some 
place where he will be a virtual pris­ 
oner of the allied powers.

UNDER NEW RULING 


Trea sury 
Dept Permits 
Beer fo r Medicina l 
Purpo ses.

Spring field, 111., Oct. 25—State laws 
will still keep Illinois as Peerless as 
before, according to announcement at 
the Attorney 
General’s 
office 
this 
morning , following the issuance ye s ­ 
terday of Secretary Mellon’» reg ula­ 
tions, permitting 
m anufacture 
and 
use of beer for medicinal purposes. 
- Attorney General Brundag o issued 
the following statement: 
“The reg ulation issued yesterday by 
Secretary 
of Treasury Mellon which 
permits the sale of wine and beer on 
prescriptions will not have any effect 
in the state of Illinois. 
“Section 8 of the Illinois prohibition 
act provides that: 
"It shall be unlawful to pre­ 
scribe wine, beer or any alcohlic 
malt liq uor. Not 
more than a 
total q uantity of one pint of In­ 
toxicating 
liq uor shall 
be pre­ 
scribed for use by the same person 
within any period of ten days and 
no prescription shall be filled more 
than once and no person shall pro­ 
cure or accept or have filled any 
prescription for more than one 
pint of liq uor within said period of 
ten day s.’’ 
Pena lty Is Sev er©, 
“The penalty for the violation of the 
above act Is not less than $100, nor! 
more than $1,000, or imprisonment not: 
less than sixty days, nor more than six 
months for the first offense, and for 
a subseq uent offense the punishment 
is not less than $500, 
n o r1 mo re than 
$1 ,500 fine or imprisonment in the 
penitentiary not less than 
o ne, nor 
more tlpm two years. 
“ No permits have been issued by me 
under the Illinois prohibition act a u ­ 
thorizing any physician to prescribe or 
any drug g ist to till a prescription of 
wine or beer for medicinal purposes, 
and I have no authority to Issue any 
such permits. 
Any 
physician 
p re­ 
scribing the same or any drug g ist till­ 
ing such a prescription is liable, un­ 
der the term s of the law, to punish­ 
ment of fine an<l Imprisonment and his 
permit Issued under the Illinois pro­ 
hibition act is subject 
to revocation, 
wholly reg ardless of any federal s ta ­ 
tute or reg ulation of the Treasury De­ 
partment.

the Illinois 
prohibition act must bo held 
to be a 
complete independent statute on the 
subject of the « reg ulation of the liq uor 
traffic.
